Convinced 
of an improvement in the .situation, 
as far as available non-union help and 
capacity otherwise of the plants were 
concerned, the packers had'sent word 
to shippers to be somewhat more gen- 
erous' with their consignments and as 
a result the receipts of cattle, hogs 
and sheep were 
considerably larger 


than had been the rule during the^pre- 
vious days of the strika. There were 
more men working, .according to the 
employers find more work for them to 
do. 


FIRE AT SWIFT'S. 


The chief excitement of the day cen- 


tered about Swift's lard refinery, far 
in the Interior of the stock yards, al- 
most a mile from the main entrance.

SUPPOSED 
COMPROMISE 
FAILS 


TO GIVE SATISFACTION 
AND 


APPEAL IS TAKEN. 


The litigation over the estate of 


Thomas Varney of Ltvermore which 
has novr been in the courts for fourteen 
years and which it was supposed had 
been finally compromised last May, IF 
to go on. Notice of an appeal to the 
Supreme Court was 
filed 
with 
the- 


County Clerk yesterday afternoon and 
the whole question of trust is to be 
threshed out. 
Upon an agreement be- 


ing reached between fourteen of the 
Important heirs last May, Judge Sea- 
well of San Francisco handed down a. 
decision ordering the distribution of the- 
estate to the heirs with the exception 
of about 123,000 to be still held in 
trust to pay annuities to Emily A. V. 
Brownell of $75 a month, Frances Ra- ! 
leigh of $100 a month and Harriet A. ( 
Ixiomls of $73 a. month. 
The estate was originally appraised 


at $500,000. By the will of Varney lf 
provided for the payment of four small 
annuities and these were made the pre- 
text for holding the entire estate to- 
gether by the trustees. 
Suits were begun almost Immediately 


by the hel:s to have the estate distrib- 
uted w i t h the exception of sufflcien' 
money to pay the annuities. 
Thes<- 


were resisted by the trustees and th- 
matter has been in the courts ever 
since and the estate Is still intnct. 


It appears that in effecting the com 
promise the h£:rs did not consult th-i 
California Title Insurance and Trust 
Company, which is now trustee of th- 
estate. The compromise judgment wa * 
handed down by Judge Seaweil of San

Leaving out Porto Rico and Hawaii, the negro populat on of the 
United States proper is less than 9,000,000, of which less than 8,000,- 
ooo dwell in the sixteen States in which slavery existed irior to Jan- 
uary I, 1863. 
According to the Federal census of 19->o, the total 


population of those States aggregated 26,581,212. Thai is, the col- 
ored population constituted about 30 per cent of the po mlation. In 
only two States—South Carolina and Mississippi—do thi blacks out- 
number the whites. Since 1840 the negro population : t the South 
has increased less rapid proportionately than the whites. Between 
1860 and 1870 the Southern negroes increased 93.4 pei cent, while 
the rate for the whites at the South was 135 per cent, ""urthermore.

Rapid transit has had the effect here that it has everywhere, 


namely, the concentration of btiS'ness and the diffusion of popula- 
tion. 
It has sent the inhabitants of Oakland away from the steam 


roads and to the hills. Physical conditions operate against this law 
in Alameda. That city has no hill-, and being situated on a long nar- 
row peninsula, traversed from end to end by two steam roads, the 
people there cannot move away fr^m the water front or the railroads 
without leaving the city altogether 


But why should our Alameda contemporary slander East Oak- 


land to invent an argument against annexation? 
It does not follow 


that because two events are contemporaneous, one is caused by the 
other. 
In every city, no matter how progressive, there are districts 


that either retrograde or fail to advance. The/Rincon Hill, Telegraph 
Hill, Russia.n Hill and No-th Beai h district of San Francisco are ex- 
amples of this law. They did not decline because they are part and 
parcel of San Francisco, but because of altered conditions which drew 
business and population to other sections of the city. 


It K true that \\hen free riding was stopped, some of the Broad- 


way and Washington street merchants thought it would injure their 
business. They were mistaken, a'- events have abundantly proven, 
but how does their 'mistaklc in tl at matter go to establish the con- 
tention of the Argus that anno ation has driven population away 
from the water front of E.ist Oak and? If the Argus man desires to 
find out what is doing in East Oakland let him look around Twenty- 
third avenue and traverse the section lying north of Sixteenth street. 
He will find more new houses goiag up there than arc being built in 
all of Alameda. Even nearer the water front he will find evidences 
of a building1 revival. Don't talk nonsense, neighbor. Don't knock, 
and don't grow ill-natured a,nd censorious because you are hard-up for 
an argument against municipal consolidation.

Tha number of 
negro, Indian and Mongolian children under five years of age, to 
every 1000 women fifteen to forty years of age, was 759 in 1880 and 
585 in 1900, showing a decrease of 174 in twenty years 
The num- 


ber in 1880 was 173 greater and in 1000 seventy-seven greater than 
the corresponding number for the whites 
But the grea er fecundity 


of the blacks is more than offset by the higher death r. te, in which 
infant mortality largely figures. 


Another feature of the case is that there is a stead r emigration 


of negroes from the South to other pa.rts of the count y, while the 
Southern whites are steadily being reinforced by imm grants from 
the. North and Europe. It is true that the black populati m of Missis- 
sippi for the ten years prior to 1900 showed a sLghtly 1: rger relative 
increase than the increase of the whites; but in South Carolina the 
showing was exactly reversed 
In Arkansas, the 
blacl s increased 


faster than the whites, but in Louisiana the whites ma< c the larger 
increase. 
In Virginia the colored increase is merely nrminal. while 


it is far below the normal in North Carolina. In the en ire group of 
border'States from Missouri to Delaware, the colored increase 
is 


considerably below the normal because 
the 
negroes 
from 
those 


States are constantly leaving there to go cither North or South. The j 
heavy increase in the black population observed in Mi s ssippi, Ar- 
kansas and Alabama is due largely to immigration from the States 
further North. 


It is evident from the investigations conducted by the govern- 


ment that the negro is a diminishing political and industrial factor in 
the United States. What ever is to be his future in thi; country he 
has no chance of obtaining supremacy in any State o the Union. 
Moreover, he shows no disposition to seek supremacy. SD far as poli- 
tics go, h* is remarkably passive, if not content, under daprivation of 
political eights 
Taking this fact into consideration, ah ng with the 


law of population increase, it is clear tha.t the Souther i people are 
exciting themselves over a bugbear of their own creatio \. They are 
allowing themselves to be made the victims of a hallu< ination long 
after the apparent danger has vanished and at a time whei the negroes 
are not showing the slightest inclination to seize the reirs of political 
power.

Presidents and two ."ucce^slve Congress- 
es. This is an illustration of the govern- 
ing capacity which entitles us to the 
confidence of the people, lot only In our 
purposes, but in our prai'tk-al ability to 
achieve these purposes.

FREDERICK ALLEN WILL GO TO 


ENGLAND TO CLAIM A 


FORTUNE. 


While under the influence of chloro- 


form, when he was being treated for 
injuries sustained by falling from 
a 


scaffold, at the Receh ing Hospital yes- 
terday aftsrr,oon. Frederick Waldo Al- 
len, a well known pa!nter of this city 
revealed a very strange story of a 
$100,000 fortune that awaited him in 
England. 
But the most peculiar part 


of the affair is the f ict that Allen on 
recovering from the (ffccts of the an- 
aesthetics showed doi uments and cor- 
respondence which proved beyond a 
doubt, that the story he told is an ac- 
tual fact. 


Yesterday afternoon, Allen •who is a 


contracting painter of this city, visited 
Berkeley in order to -secure a contract 
for a piece of work t<> be done in that 
city. While examining the building to 
be painted. Allen had occasion to step 
out on a piece of scaffolding, which 
gave way under his weight, and the 
painter 
was thrown to the ground 


twenty-five 
feet below. 
Allen sus- 


tained 
a 
severe injury to his right 


shoulder, and went to the Receiving 
Hospital for treatment. 
In order 
to 


make it possible for Allen to bear the 
pain attending the treatment of Kis in- 
jury, it was necessary for the physi- 
cians to put him under the Influence 
of chloroforr.i. 


When the drug began to have its ef- 


fect on the- man, he began to call tr. 
the captain of a phantom ship, to rp- 
serve a berth for him and to hold his 
ship in port until he was ready to sail 
for England. He then proceeded to tell 
the captain of the shi;a about the great 
fortune which awaited him in England, 
saying that he was g ling to start im- 
mediately to secure it. 


As soon as Allen hjd recovered from 


the effects o* the chloroform one of 
the physicians who hid him in charge 
told him of the strange story that he 
had related while he was being oper- 
ated upon. The doctor alluded to the 
story as an instance of the peculiar, 
ideas that a man's brain will evolve 
while under the influence of an anaes- 
thetic. 
However, it was the doctor's 


turn to Ije surprised when Allen calm- 
ly told him that the story was true, 
and that he could phow correspond- 
ence and documents that would verify 
it. Allen then said that he intended to 
start at once for England where he 
would claim his fortune. 
He also said 


that it is possible tha'. he might marry 
a woman who will share the fortune, 
but of whom he had never heard until 
a year ago. 
Allen and his brother were favorites 


with their uncle Edmond Allen, a cap- 
tain of a ship which cruised between 
England and New Yoik. 
The two boys were both reared in Ver- 
mont, and whenever the uncle had oc- 
casion to come to an American port, he 
never failed to come ir.d see the hoys, 
and ho frequently reminded them that 
they would one day r-hare, any postes- 
elons that he might acquire. Frederick 
Allen claims that his uncle subsequently 
became one of the p?rt owners of thp 
line, the owners of which employed him 
for so many years. 
Allen states that in 
this way his uncle acquired a large for- 
tune. 
At length the captain 
became 


tired of the rough experiences attend- 
ing sea life and invented his money in 
Manchester, where he prepared to spend 
the remainder of his life In quietness. 
As the uncle had never had any long- 
ings for matrimonial life, he obtained 
the services of a maldrn sister, who con- 
sented to go to Englard and manage his 
housekeeping matters for him. 
Just about this time the Civil War 
broke out in the. United States and both 
Fred and 'William enlisted to fight for 
their country. 
Howevrr, before the war 
had ended William Allrn fell dead on the 
btttlefleld while Fred was taken pris- 
oner and confined in I.ibby piison.
